ever to appear in print during the curreni I 1 S. 
revolution against morals Biblical Christianity, 
and nearly everything which true Americans 
have believed and held near and dear 

Headlined " New Theologians See Christi 
Andy Without God." the news account told of 
a group of "radical Protestant thinkers vari- 
ously known as “athestic," "death of God or 
‘•new’ theologians who have arisen to declare 
that “Christian thought must now proceed with 
Rut any reference to God." 

Identified as three of the leaders of this 
grhnol of “theology" were: Thomas I .1 Alti/er 
Of Emory University in Atlanta; William II 
Hamilton of the Colgate Rochester Divinity 
ichooLpf Rochester N Y : and. I*r Paul Van 
Burenwif Temple University, Philadelphia 
Altizer is a layman with Episcopal background. 
Hamilton was ordained as a Baptist clergyman: 
gnd Van Boren was ordained in the Episcopal 
Church. 

The Times reported that these three declare 
that the word "God” is meaningless and "that 
•veil if there once w.s a God he no longer 
ij leaks to man " They further stated t ha* "true 
Christianity is an affirmation of the secular 
world in the style of the man Jesus, and has 
Ao relation to traditional church practices such 
as worship, the sacraments and prayer.” 

A committee of forty of tlie.se "radical" style 
theologians was scheduled to meet in New Yi rk 
to plan for a three-day meeting of the radicals 
b> consist mostly of "young scholars and stu- 
dents." 

The loaders of this school assert that "talk 
61 a divine or otherwise supernatural force is 
meaningless and irrelevant" because such "God- 
Ihnguage" is not related to contemporary ex- 

Jerien<«!' In other words, belief in an omnis* 
ient. omnipotent, and ontnlprcsent God does 
Hot suit the needs of modern" man. 

Dr Van Huron writes in his book THE 
IKCUL 'ilt MEANING OF THE GOSPEL, that "in 
almost every field ef human learning, the meta- 
physical (supernaturali and cosmological asoect 
has disappeared and the subject matter has been 
limited to the human, the historical, thi empir- 
ical 

This was also the basis of Marx’s doctrines 
Which have plunged the world into a state of 
thaos and confusion such as historv has never 
before recorded: Ihc substitution of a belief in 
listory of “this world liness " for a supernal 
oral, divine, and miraculous plan of salvation 
provided for sinful man by the intervention of 
Emmanuel (GOD with usi. 

1 The CHRISTIAN CENTURY of January 2.1. 
J!)24 defined the battle lines thuslv: 

1 "Christianity according to fundamental

Louis Cassels, religion writer for United 
Press International, revealed in his column for 
August 15. 1964 and again on March 6 . IMS, 
that modern religious scholars are abandoning 
the basic precepts of Christianity and "are 
easting overboard doctrines which have been 
at the core of t lie church’s teaching for 2000 
years " 

(’assets writes: 

"The attempt to 're interpret' the Christ 
inn gospel has been under way for a good many 
years. But until recently, it was carried on in 
theological doubletalk which few laymen could 
follow." 

I he UP! religion writer declared that "the 
issue is whether the Christian message needs 
to he radically recast to make d plausible to 
modern man." Identified as among the leaders 
who were calling for a "drastic overhaul of the 
conceptual package in which the Gospel is pre- 
sented" were Rudolf Bultmann of Germany 
and Paul Tillich of the University of Chicago 
in the United States, an immigrant from Ger- 
many who saw a Nazi under every eonserva 
live bed in the United States before his recent 
death in October of 1965. 

Two more of the moderns mentioned bv 
Cassels are Bishop A. T. Robinson of the 
Church of England who questions the existence 
of God in his book HONEST TO GOD. and the 
much over-publicized controversial Bishop 
James A. Pike of the Episcopal Church. Cas- 
sels avers that the Bultmann Tlllich-Kobinson- 
Pike school "is not in agreement on which 
parts of the New Testament are to be retaineo 
as kernel’’ and which may be jettisoned as 
out ol-clate husk." Cassels adds: 

"But there is tacit understanding among 
most of the re interpreters that any biblical 
account of a physical miracle must automati- 
cally be labeled mythical. Even the supreme 
miracle which gave birth to the church — the 
resurrection — is regarded as a subjective ex 
perience of the disciples rather than an objec 
tive historical event." 

So there they sit. on top of Ihe Bible. 
God’s inerrant. divinely inspired eternal reve- 
lation of Himself and His will for man. like 
vultures on a pile of flesh, tearing it apart 
piece by piece until nothing but a skeleton is 
left. 

I)r Samuel Sandmel, distinguished Jewish 
theologian, writer and Provost of the Hebrew 
Union College Jewish Institute of Religion in 
Cincinnati, writing in the Phi Beta Kappa jour- 
nal. T he American Scholar, scathingly indicts 
such modern conceit, veiled as scholarship: 

"Theologians have abandoned their pre- 
mises — in part deliberately and in part uncon 
sciously. To a great extent, modern theologians 
justify their departure into secularism by us 
ing traditionally religious terms, divesting them 
of pristine (pure) meaning by defining them in 
a sense consistent with science and them us- 
ing the terms in the pristine way." 

Such a technique is rightly described as 
hypocrisy, or using the “front” stratergy. Us- 
ing terms which mean one thing biblically and 
historically to the listener and another thing to 
the user who is seeking to deceive the listener 
or reader is the worst kind of hypocrisy, es 
pecially in the religious field! 

Dr Sandmel continues: 

"I can find it admirable in a Christian to 
say that he believes in the Virgin Birth or in 
an ex-Christian to say that he disbelieves. But 
when a theologian informs me that the Virgin 
Birth is not to be taken literally, I confess i 
am not moved to admiration. At the best, these 
ancient terms now become mere slogans, cat 
chwords, that seek from religious antiquity an 
authority and sanction to which in the reinter 
preted sense they are not entitled. 

"At the worst, these reinterpreted terms 
raise seriously the question of the intellectual 
integrity of the users." 

The amazing thing is that many church 
people who are prone to accept anything their 
official denominational preachers, writers or 
theologians say or write without question can- 
not recognize such lack of integrity or hypo- 
crisy when it stares them in the face Instead 
of defending the Christian Faith and the head 
of the Church, the Lord Jesus Christ, they 
will smile at the marvelous display ol theolo 
gical rhetoric as a mark of a man who k ow s 
what he is talking about, regardless o whether 
or not they can understand or interpret whit 
lias been said. As the Lord Christ. Himself, 
said: Blind leading the blind. The tragedy 

is. however, that the ditch is the end for t lie 
deceivers and the deceived! 

No wonder that many of those who have 
denied the Faith, while still wearing the robes 
and identification tags of old-line religious de 
nominations, are found fixing their names to 
Communist petitions, joining Communist front 
organizations, berating security agencies and 
laws, and distracting the people’s attention 
from an atheistic conspiracy by erecting a 
strawman boogey called "Rightwing Extrem- 
ist," meaning one who takes a stand for God, 
Christ, the Holy Spirit, the Bible, Christian 
Doctrine, and Christian morality! 

1! they deny the God of the Bible and His 
plan for man’s redemption through the incar- 
nation. crucifixion and resurrection of His 
Only Begotten Son. what do they have left to 
stand upon or to offer a people looking des- 
perately lor a sure foundation in a world which 
is shaking to its core and is battered by the 
hosts of satanic origin’.' The answer is obvious: 
Take away the supernatural the divine and the 
miraculous and there is nothing remaining but 
materialism, things here and now; no immor- 
tality, no heaven to gain and hell to shun; no 
conviction of sin, therefore no need for a su- 
pernatural Saviour; no need to sing about a 
■ Divine Redeemer,” if no one needs to be re- 
deemed, no need to be guod if the bad brings 
material satisfaction here and now, or if there 
are no judgments and rewards in a Hereafter. 

Dr. Gerhart Nicmeyer. Episcopalian and 
Professor of Political Science at Notre Dame 
University, South Bend, Indiana, warned how 
far those who reject God and His plan for 



nirnTT^rTcnn f»n: 

'Many who reject tho supornoturol and 
still want a comprehensively meaninqful view 
of things are attracted by communism. Many, 
also, who are interested in changing the world, 
interested in planning, interested in making 
everything new according to their own design 
are attracted by communism. And many who 
combine these two interests and want through 
chanqe and in chanqe to validate a comprehen 
sive and this worldly view of history, are par- 
ticularly attracted to communism." 

"For all these people, of course, eommun 
ism takes the place of religion. It is the reli- 
gion of the intellectual who can no longer be 
lieve in God. who wants to substitute for the 
belief in God a belief in history, a belief in the 
scientific comprehension of history, a belief in 
the self unfolding material forces of this life, 
and who finds all this provided by communism 
in a system which as a whole seems rationa 
enough and convincing enough and certainly 
is the only such system on the horizon." 

And >o. wi* look around .it this time and 
sec the world-changers" and "planners ' in 
action at home and abroad Without God, with 
out God's Son. mocking chanting, ridiculing, 
parading, demonstrating unkempt, flirty, pro- 
fane, vile, immoral, contemptuous, law-break- 
ers, haranguers, delinquents, lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphe 
mors disobedient to parents, unthankful, un 
holy, without natural aflection. truce breakers, 
false accusers, mconti ent. despisers of those 
that are good, traitors, heady, high-minded 
(know it alls*, lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God ever learning and never able 
to come to the knowledge of the truth; men 
of corrupt nunds, reprobate concerning the 
faith. 

There is the way the Bible describes them. 
Not a pretty picture, but as apropos in 1965 
as when it was written in the First Century 
A.D. 

This is the picture of the times immedi- 
ately preceding the Second Advent of the Ml 
<;HTY GOD. the EVERLASTING FATHER, and 
THE PRIN E OF PEACE oh' We can see the 
smirk on the visage of the intellectual "world 
changer" as he reads it; but remember that 
this is what they did before HE came the First 
time conceived of the Holy Spirit and born of 
the Virgin Mary without a human father— Em- 
manuel. God Himself dwelling among us— an 
flounced bv a gels and received by a bandlul 
of shepherds and wise men while the masses 
were idling the "inns" (read taverns) before 
reporting to Caesar's bureaucrats. 

For centuries the world that then was had 
the Holy prophecies concerning the details of 
his entrance from the throne of Heaven into 
the world of men available to them, even down 
to the fine point of where he would be born 
and under what circumstances. God came, but 
men didn't like His solution to their problems 
anv more than they like it today in the age of 
"science," "enlightenment.” "scholarship," "se- 
curity" and the government program for the 
"Great Society.” They lied about Him. they 
laughed at. and ridiculed Him. they betrayed 
Him thi*\ thought they had killed Him. they 
murdered His followers, but they couldn't <lc 
away with GOD, any more than they will he 
able to do away with HIM today, despite theii 
God-less •theology." 

No wonder the Psalmist wrote: 

He that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh: 
the Lord shall have them in derision. 

God Almighty will have the last laugh, and 
what an awesome and terrible laughter it will 
he the laughter of the Judge of the Universe 
win shall break them with a rod of iron" and 
"dash them in pieces like a potter's vessel." 

As 1 sit here wr ting this tonight 1 am lis- 
tening to the golden voice of another age on 
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father was an oldtime revival preacher who 
believed God and His Word I hear that mag 
nificer.1 God-given voice singing, though now * 
in the grave in California: 

"I Love to tell the story of unseen things above, 

Of Jesus and His glory. Of Jesus and His love. * 
I love to tell the story, Because I know 'lit true; 

It satisfies my lonqinqs, As nothinq else can do. 

I love to tell tha story, 'Twill be my theme in 
glory, 

To tell the old. old story, Of Jesus and His love. 

Now he has changed to- 

"Faith of our fathers living still 
In spite of dungeon, fire and sword. 

O how our hearts beat high with joy 
Whene'er we hear that qlorious word! 

Faith ot our fathers, holy faith! 

We will be true to thee til death." 

What blessed assurance comes to the heart 
in tune with its Creator. Saviour and Sustainer 
when he hear* such words and music which 
ran only originate from One who lives and 
reigns and who inspires His servants and be- 
loved children to lift their heads and hearts 
and say: 

"I know that my Pedeemer liveth and 
Because He lives, I too, shall live." 

What meaning this Blessed Christmastide 
has for the one who lias trusted Emmanuel, 
Christ, the Second Person ol the Godhead, as 
tiis Saviour and Lord' Ills lieurl is filled with 
praise and gratitude that one day a point in 
time GOD came down to save unto the utter- 
most those that come to Him in faith believ- 
ing; that He freely gave his life for mankind's 
s,n. rose victoriously from a grave that could 
not possibly hold the Creator: ascended back 
to the throne from whence lie came, ever live- 
th to make intercession for the believer, his 
child, and is one day coming back again in 
great power and great glory to 'make all thing 1 
new” as the Book of the Revelation, the end 
ing of the Bible, -ays He will do.
